Spanish in Ambush Attack American Sailors at 


Cienfuegos Bay. 


Cable Cut, Four Hundred Spaniards Killed, Town Set on Fire and Fort Destroyed— 


One American Killed«0thers May Die-Other Nations May Soon Be at 


War—News 
From Admiral 
Sampson and the Span= 


ish Fleet—Guards Gone to Chattanooga Park.

SPANIARDS KILLED 


Infa Bloody Cuban Coast Battle Wednes= 


day Near Cienf uegos. 


KEY WEST, May ll—The cruiser, Marblehead, the gunboat, Nashville, and the auxil- 


isiy cruiser, Window, steamed into the harbor of Cienf uegus early Wednesday morning with 


ordeis tcTcut the cable connection of Havana with Santiago de Cuba. This task was accom- 


plished, but not until after a terrific fight between our warships and several thousand Span- 


ish troops, who lined the shore. They lay concealed behind improvised breastworks. One 


seaman, named Regan, of the Marblehead, was killed outright in one of the working small 


''oats, and six severely wounded. In addition a large number on board the ship received 


minor wounds. It is believed several of the wounded brought to Key Key West this morn- 


ing ou the Windom cannot recover. 


Killed—Kegan, a seaman, of the Marblehead.

Soon after the arrival of the warships off Cienfuegos four boats were launched, aud pro- 


ceeded to the shore for the purpose of grappling for the cable in order to cut it. The war- 


ships lay a thousand yards off the harbor. It was observed that Spanish troops had as- 


sembled ashore, but it was not known that heavy guns had been placed in a masked battery 


and that the old lighthouse far out on the neck of the land had been transformed into a 


formidable fort. The small boats proceeded cautiously, and for more than an hour worked 


unmolested on the cable. Suddenly, just as the work was about completed, the shore bat- 


tery fired a shell at the boats, followed by others, and the Spanish infantry opened fire with 
rifles Then, like a flash, the Marblehead sent a shell inland, followed by a perfect shower 


of shot. The Nashville quickly followed and the little Windom cut loose with four pounders. 


Meanwhile the Spanish bullets fell in every direction around the small boats. Though the 


attack came suddenly and fiercely the blue jackets werejnot dismayed, and, protected by the 


terrific fire of the warships, work continued, and the cable was cut. When the boats re- 


turned to the ship, Regan, who was in one of the Marblehead's boats, was found to be killed 
aQd six badly wounded. The Spaniards had suffered severe loss. Their shots from the 
1'gtthonse struck the warships several times and although they did not do much damage, 


the fire aroused the determination of the American officers to exterminate the fort. 


Thereafter for a few moments the fire of the warships was concentrated upon the light- 


house and the improvised fort was blown to pieces. As there was a great number of Span- 


in and behind the fort many were killed, no doubt. The Marblehead and Nashville

REPORT ON CIENFUEGOS ENGAGEMENT. 


WASHINGTON, May 14.—The following has been received from Commodore Remey at 


Key West by the navy department: 
"The Windom arrived this morning with the following 


dead or wounded: Patrick Regan, private marine, dead; Herman W. Kuchneist, private 
marine, shot through the jaw, probably fatal; Harry Hendrickson, seaman, shot through the 
liver, probably fatal; Ernest Suntenich, apprentice, fracture of right leg: John J. Doran, 
boatswain's mate, gun shot wound; John Davis, gunner's mate, wound in right leg; William 
Lovery: apprentice, wounded in left leg, very slight; Robert Voltz, seaman on the Nashville, 
seriously wounded; Lieut. Cameron, of the Winslow, slight wound in hand. The casualities 
occurred in cutting the cable at Cienfuegos." 


SPAIINTS^UTTINQlFLEET 


Exciting News as to the Plans and Purposes of 


Spain's Warships. 


LONDON, May 14 -The Star's Madrid special 071: It is learned from an official source that Admiral Cervera's Scot 


sailed from Uape Verde to St. Pierre Miqaolon, off the coast of New Fonndland, where sealed instructions awaited him. 


Three colliers from Sydney were met and the fleet ooaled 
Cemra's Institutions then received were to raid Portland, Boi- 


ton, Newport, and II Sampson bombarded Havana, to draw him off. The news from Manila seems to have changed the 


plans. The next proposed move was to decoy Sampson to Porto Rico, then sail rapidly for Havana and destroy the fur 


ships left there. Finally should Cerveras, on reaching Santiago de Cuba, learn that two American squadrons were coming 


to meet him, thus leaving the sea free, he was to avoid them and gall straight for Chalreston and bombard that city.

Many thousands of dollars hare been 


lost and men have been ruined as a re- 
sult of a failure to understand that ice 
must be acclimated in the houses be- 
fore they are sealed up to keep out the 
heat of the warm months. One would 
naturally suppose that the very best 
weather for the harvesting of ice would 
be when the mercury is down to 10 
or 15 degrees below zero. 
« 


There would be no melting and the 


ice would be very cold and better capa- 
ble of refrigerating itself. 
But tie 


contrary is true. It makes no partic- 
ular difference how low the tempera- 
ture may be. If the Icehouses are 
closed for good before the weather be- 
comes mild at the close of winter, the 
ice is sure to rot and change in appear- 
ance from a glassy, unbroken solidity 
into a streakiness, and the streakiness 
means that the ice has resolved itself 
into individual crystals and is easily 
crumbled. 


It is almost worthless, because it 


melts with great rapidity. It is this 
conversion that science does not ex- 
plain, and dealers have spent and are 
Hill spending a good deal of money in 
effort to get at the secret. They have 
learned this much, that if clear ice be 
placed in a house and the building kept 
open to an extent the ice becomes sea- 
soned, as ite superfluous frost is ex- 
tracted by the gradual rise of the ther- 
mometer to a point at which the tem- 
perature of. the house may be main- 
tained during the summer. 


The action of the water and of the 


sun, known as waterstroke and sun- 
stroke, is somewhat the same ac that 
resulting from a premature closing of 
the icehouse — the ice becomes comby. 
Worcester dealers have suifered from 
these conditions, but now they are 
wiser than thejtiwere, and fare much 
better. 


So one of the most prominent men in 


the business explained the other day in 
discussing the question as to whether 
the schedule of prices would be raised 
this spring or the dealer stand the great 
additional expense to which they have 
been put this winter wlthoutaeking the 
public to help bear the burden. The 
matter is not yet settled.— Worcester 
Gazette.

Havana is full of devoted women 


reared in indolence and luxury who are 
tireless in their successful efforts to get 
word from one scattered rebel band to 
another, and to send them food, medi- 
cines and clothing. These women are 
far better conspirators than their fa- 
thers and brothers, for Cuban men 
must talk, and therefore rarely hatch 
a plot before it is revealed. The wom- 
en in that country, at least, seem to 
know the value of silence. They say 
little of war, even among themselves, 
but to Americans they are singularly 
confiding. 
This instantaneous and 


perfect trust is at times startling, and 
makes one breathe a fervent prayer 
that it will never be betrayed. It leads 
to many strange experiences that can- 
not be treated as news and sent to a 
daily journal, for the required publica- 
tion of names would tend to swell the 
already overcrowded and vile quarters 
for women in the island jails and pris- 
ons. Beautiful and delicate senoritas 
Kill impulsively dress up in boys' 
clothes to illustrate to Americans how 
they steal out at nigtt to the near-by 
haunts of lover or brother in the "Long 
Grass," as the insurgents' camps are 
called; how they secrete food in false 
pockets; how letters, whose envelops 
have been dipped in ink, are hidden In 
their black hair; how medicines are car- 
ried in canes, and cloth for clothes or 
wounds concealed in the lining of their 
coats. One girl, disguised as a vender, 
has frequently carried to the woods 
dynamite in egg-shells deftly put to- 
gether. She has had many thrilling ex- 
periences, but her narrowest escape 
was when a Spanish soldier by tie road- 
side insisted on taking from the basket 
an pgg, to let its contents drop in a hot 
and ready pan. He was with difficulty 
persuaded to forego the meal. The 
dynamite was made by another woman, 
who carefully obtained the ingredients 
at various times and at widely scattered 
drug stores.—Thomas G. Alvord, in 
Woman's Home Companion. 


Chlae.e HathematlclaH. 


Cambridge university has just had a 


remarkable proof of the mathematical 
genius of the Chinese. Some time ago 
much surprise was caused among the 
mathematicians generally by the dis- 
covery among the papers of the late 
Sir Thomas Wade, of Chinese fame, of 
evidence that in the time of Confucius 
the Chinese knew an equation which 
only became known in Europe during 
the last century, when it was discovered 
by Fermat, and has since been known 
as Format's equation. But the Chinese 
version recently discovered stated that 
the equation did not hold with regard to 
certain numbers. This puzzled the 
mathematicians, and all efforts to solve 
the point have hitherto failed. Now, 
however, a young undergraduate of 
Trinity college, Cambridge, has demon- 
strated that the Chinese were right, 
and his solution is frankly admitted 
by the experts to. be perfect The cor- 
respondent understands the result is 
shortly to be published at Cambridge 
in an authoritative way.—Manchester 
Guardian.

POISONS THAT KILL. 


Women'! Societies Were Formed I 


Early Time* for the Purpose of 


lMff Men. 


In a lecture in Buffalo the othei 


evening: Prof. Miller, of Niagara uni- 
versity, declared that no simpler or bet 
er definition existed than that givep 
by Dr. Lcthby, who described a poison 
as any substance which, otherwise than 
>y agency of heat or electricity, is cap- 
able of destroying life by chemical ac- 
tion upon the tissues or through physi- 
ological action due to its absorption 
nto the body. The history of the knowl- 
edge of poisons, said Prof. Miller, is an- 
cient and begins in the myths. The 
Greeks believed that Hecate, a mythical 
character, was the discoverer of pois- 
onous herbs. In the earliest historical 
records exists a knowledge of poisons. 
The Egyptians were familiar with 
many poisons, including aconite, coni- 
lira and prussicacid. 


Early in the history of India it ap- 


>ears poisons were used for suicides, 
robbery and revenge. The early Greeks 
used poisons as a means of judicial pun- 
shmect, <is in the case of Socrates, who 
drank hemlock, a poison distilled from 
the common field plant. 


One of the best known poisons comes 


'rom the common garden plant known 
as woHbane or nionkshood, and is 
called aconite. Perhaps the most fa- 
mous case of poisoning by aconite was 
:aat in which the London surgeon, 
"eorge Henry Lamson, killed his broth- 
er-in-law, Percy Malcolm John, by ad- 
ministering this poison. John stood 
Between the surgeon and an inheritance 
of £ 1,500. It was shown that the sur- 
geon had made severa^ attempts to poi- 
son his brother-in-law7, and that finally 
tie succeeded in administering to John 
a powder containing aconite. He was 
tried for murder and convicted. 


There is much difference of opinion 


among chemical scientists, said Prof. 
Miller, as to what active principles in. 
duce the virulent properties of snake 
poisons. The poisonous effect of ven- 
omous serpents was known ia the 
earliest days. It is estimated that in 
Ceylon 20,000 persons die annually from 
the bite of the same variety of serpent, 


With the ushering in of the Chris 


tian era, strange as, It may seem, there 
appeared a class of professional poi 
soners. The height of cunning in this 
class was not attained until between 
the fourteenth and the seventeenth cen- 
turies. In Venice in the fifteenth cen- 
tury professional poisoners were em 
ployed officially by the council of ten 
to "remove persons obnoxious to the 
government," and the official records 
contain the names o( those officials who 
voted in the council either for or against 
employing the poisoners. 


Secret poisoning was considered a 


justifiable as well as an easy way to 
get rid of an "objectionable person,' 
a rival or an enemy. The Borgias were 
more industrious than their neighbors. 
By the year 1648 secret poisoning had 
become so startlingly prevalent that an 
investigation was made by the order of 
Pope Alexander VII. It was ascertained 
that there were an unusually large 
number of young widows in Borne. 
There existed a secret society of young 
matrons. The matrons met at the 
home of a woman named Hieronyma 
Spara, who supplied the young women 
with poisons with which to kill off their 
husbands. Half a century later a sim- 
ilar society was discovered in Naples 
and its leader, a woman, Tofano, was 
strangled because she dispensed a poi- 
son known as aqua tofano.—Pittsburgh 
Dispatch.
